Iu fact, tbo princes of tho Houi-o of Ho- 
henzoliirn are noted for the absence of the 
qualities wliiuh iu some other countries 
have mad& tblB name of prince to bo sy- 
nonymous with renegade. l rn(;nlity is 
enforced upon them by their slender in- 
come. Thoy aro assiduous tliough not 
brillant 8|pd^nt8j especially of the arts of 
war. They 'are-'viriubta 'without being 
vapid. . -

THE SECULAR SCHOOL SYSTEM. 
Bishop Segher's Lecture. 

"Oastoiqniddonoote? -Watchmin; wliat of the 
night."— IhuUb. XXI. 11. 

On »ho 8th of December. 1864. the po- 
JUical work! was thrown into a st-jta of 
•feveribh excitement by the sudden pro- 
mulgution of u most important document 
emanating from the Holy Bee. That doc- 
umentia called the Bjllahns. The Sylla- 
IbilB is ttliht of 80 propositions containing 
the principal orrcrs of our age, and it cou- 
clndes with an uuquiililied condemnation 
of all those propositions. The Pope is 
the watchman of the night, who denoun- 
ces the erroneous teachings of the ago 
and points out to us the true path of tlio 
Holy Faith and of geuuino morality. 
Among the 80 propositions of tlie Syil i- 
bus>, the 46th, 47lU and 48th relate to edu- 
cation. Many clericul heads of Christian 
oommunities withdraw from the educa- 
tional straggle and close themselves up 
in oulpablo silence. Do thoy not seo that 
the world is fast bccomiug inddol, that 
their inlUieuco over the youtii is being des- 
troyed, that tho souls of children are 
sna'iched from their cure ? If so, thoy ure 
blind. But if they are aware of it and arc 
'■:.>fBfraid of opening their lips for fear of 
" losing ihoir popularity, they are guilty of 
cowardice. Nut so the Pope; bent under 
tho woigbt of age, and with one foot in 
the tomb, he dare raise his apostolical 
voice; bo clarc anathematize tlio false 
teacUiDg <ji iufi.lnla and his oondemmilion 
fulls upon tlie odacationui oj-tUm uovt' iu 
vogue. Tho system condemnod by tho 
Holy Father is tUo one which pi...«o 
schools exclusively under state legislation, 
V Bp that the okurcto in denied tho right to 
watch over the discipline of schools, the 
directions of ilie studies, the selections of 
books and toucliors, schools to be kept 
entirely free from the influence of the 
CburcU, to bo conducted regardless of re- 
ligion, without tiie worship of God or the 
professions of Christianity. Such is the 
system wnioh Catholics aro forbidden to 
approve. From the condemnation of that 
Bcaool ByBtem it follows that we require 
tho education of llio youtli to bo religious. 
Education must bo preceded, accompani- 
ed and followed by religious instruction. 
Eeligiou muot permeate and pervade it. 
Beligion mutt occupy tbe front place and 
shine conspicuously iu the school, blas- 
ters, puiiiltt, books, and lessons must be 

_ _ enoompafcbed -nilU » loliQimKi filmOS- 

' pbere. Such is the system you ought to 
establish or else you sow something from 
which you will reap a whirlwind that will 
shako society to its very foundations. 
This, tbtn, is tho state of the question 
between Seculaiists and tho Churi;li. Thu 
queiition is not, shall our schools be com- 
mon and accessible to all V All schools 
are common and ncccBsible to all; or do 
you mean to tay that a store is not acces- 
sible to all because people have to pay for 
the articles Ibey purchase? The question 
is not, shall our schools be free— that is, 
fjratiiitoiib? Your state schools aio not 
gratuitous. Indeed, when we look at tLie 
euormoub amount of money lavishly spent 
to erect schools far inferior to tho iuteud- 
eil standard, we aro convinced at a glance 
that they are not gratuitous, and ratepay- 
er ODd taxpayers can testify thattliey feel 
thbt your education is far from being giv- 
en fieely and gratuitously. 

Let us proceed to destroy the sophistry 
on \Tbich iho fcjecnlar System of Educa- 
tion is built, and tben i will propose to 
you the views of the Church emuudied iu 
two short propositions. 13ut I must 
v ,flrsii premifee a remark vhich is 
of pormatient importance: All Free- 
thinkers, Secularist;', Atheists, mem- 
bers of the lutornulioual fciofiety, Com 
muuistH, Socialists and whatever is wick- 
ed, perversa nod impious is on the side ul 
the seculur f-ysltm of education. On the 
opposite bide wo have tbe Pope, all the 
Bibbop^ and all true Christians. Does not 
this ftt'.'t, — an unquestionable and indis 
putablo one — give strong presumption in 
iavur of the religious syatep'and against 
the secular one V 1st objection, raised 
by Secularists: Let everybody bo at homo. 
God, Christ and religion must remain 
within ihe Church jiud not invade tbe 
scljool. Yes. Let everybody keep at 
home, jjut, ttU me, where is the place 
where Gcd is not at home ? He the Creat- 
or of heaven ond earth; -Iwho. is present 
everywhcic, he is at home in tho uhuroh 
and in the school, in your houses and in 
the street. And our children, are they 
not Christians, children of Jesus Christ, 
.washed from tlieir sins in His blood, aiul 
■" "do ihey not bilong to Him, in all iilaces 
and ut all times ? Talk of tolerations in 
. this age wbiuli does uot tolerate tbe word 
of Oud writt3n on the walls of the school I 
Talk of liberality iu our time when Jesus 
Christ is inost illiberally banished away 
from children's education! Wo do not 
want to obange school into ohnrcli; biit 
wa want union butweeu church aiul 
Bchoo'i we oppose radical separation. 2d 
. ; objeotiuo^ the soboql .mnst jBe; religiously 
neutral; there is no morel neea' of lench- 
iug religion at school tbau in (say, for in- 
stance,) an insurance company or a gro- 
cery store. Those that raise such an ob- 
joctiou do not linow what Education is. 
Wo must diaoriniiiiatu between Ilistruc- 
tiou and Education. If you wish to con- 
fine yiniraelf to instracting the yootb, 
that is, to impart to their minds useful 
secular knowledge, then say so; call your 
system a system of instruction ond allow 
the church to do tho rest. But if you 
mean to edtaale iVie youtb, you must both 
develop tlieir minds unj dev( lup tlioir 
bodies, you must iustilJ iato their souls 
religious principles as the only founda- 
tion of true morality. You mubt cultivate 
their hearts and impress on them tho fear 
'>r Qod; in shoit, you must puiify and 
Banetify their souls; otherwise tho name 
of oduortiii)i)al system is a iniHorablo mis- 
nomer. It is idle to speak of keeping 
neutral when a fierce Rlrugglo is going on 
between tbe world and tho doi triiio of 
Christ. "Z/a who is not with me," sayn our 
Lord, "is afjaituit me," 3d objecti n— It 
ii gravely, nsserted that tlie -'Bfeoulur edu- 
cation system hus been the main cause of 
tho present greatness of Prussia, and that 
the victories of Germany over Franco 
ought to be ascribed to it. It is hard to 
see tiio conneotion. between the education 
of childrpu and tbe drilling of soldiery, 
r emostheoes was surely an accomplished 
soldier, but on tbe battle field be provod 
a greot coward. Cicero wos a learned and 
elegant man ; but history tells us that ho 
was far from being a good soldier. But 
let UB admit for a moment that tho Em- 
pire of Gormorxy owoa her present gioat- 
ness to her syitom of e Juoaiiou. What 
WOM her systea of adttaalioa unlU ia72, 



on tbe 12th of August 17(33. That King, 
a unloiious atheist and an intim.ito friend 
of Voltaire, enacted the following law:— 
"Preiijii/e— Ficdoric King of Pruesin.i^c. 
Since tho couclnsicn of peace the welfare 
of our people eugrossos all oar attention, 
and wo deem it iieeful and necessary to 
build that welfare upon its trno .founda- 
tion by impurtiug to tho youth useful 
knowledge coupled ibith the fear of ilod, 
and by o-tablitihingan education system 
reasonable as well as Christian. Art. 1— 
Children from 5 to 13 and 14 years shall 
not leave the sobool be/ore being inxlriieted 
in the essential princlpleH ofCh.'iMnnitu and 
before knowing how to read oud write. 
Art. 2.— Teachers that aro .compelled to 
employ tbo labor of somo of tho children 
shall be cautioned not tc oUow such chil- 
dren to. bo withdniwii from scbonl before 
they have mattered tie fundamental prin- 
ciples of ChristianiJy; facts which mu-t bo 
vouched for by certificates of the pastor 
and tbo schooliuaster. Art. 12— Inasmuch 
as good teachers make good schools, every 
schoolmnstcr shall be such that his con- 
duct may bo followed as a pattern, aed 
that ho may not destroy with his aits 
what he builds up with his words. Toaoti- 
ors. morg than others, must hace true piety 
and be possessed with the li-ue knowledge of 
God and of Christ. Art. 24 — ^In all mattfrs 
pertaining to tho school, teaobers shall he 
guided by the advice and counsel of the 
pallor. Art. 25— It is our explicit will 
ihat both iu towns and villages the 
schools bo visited and tho children ques- 
tioned by the pastor twice a week, now iu 
tho morning and then in the evening." 

Such was,, until 1872, the PruBsian 
system of education, an exact conn 
torpart of tho secular system. 
If, then, it is our ambition to 
follow Prussia in her strides towards 
greatness and glory, it is tbe religious and 
Christian system of education wo ought 
to nii-.^a„,.„ 4th Cbjection— Wo are 
told that wo havu „„n„n to impart 

religious education to children after icnooi 
hours and on Sunday. That ia rendering 
religions instruction praotioally^jmpos- 
sible and really out of question. Picture 
to yourselves little children of from six to 
twelve years kept at school three bonis in 
the morning and two hours m the after- 
noon, ordered to keep qniet at an oge at 
which they think of nothing but amuse 
ment, with tbeir attention riveted on their 
booksi' (heir spelling and tbeir writing; 
their little heads crammed with know! 
edge. When school time is over, it is 
time for tlio.'0 little ones to take some 
exercise, to indulge in eomo amusement, 
to parlnke of tbeir meals; and you want 
ihcii tbe prie^t to interfere, and with a 
bterii counti-nance to confine them ogain 
ana lo lUxt.^v ,oi:am„B insiruotioh rioto 
iheir bramsl Why, that islUBKii^-or 
religion tbe most intolerable pedknce, and 
if the child has aoyJogio whatever, what 
inference will it draw from such a system? 
It will say that religion must bo a thing 
of very secondary importance indeed; u 
thing good perhaps for a few, but surely 
unnecessary for the many; otherwipo the 
governmoDt of tbeir country would not 
in that manner shove it to tke background. 
And on Sundays, a little religious instruc- 
tion is barely snOScient for grown up 
people; how could it satisfy tbo wants of 
children? But it is worKo when a child 
fludsin its school books the desiruoiion of 
the lessons its receives from tbe Cburcli. 
Now, pick up tho first history book of 
Common Schools and you will find them 
filled with Blander agaiast the.; Church, 
slander against the clergy, slander against 
evei'y thing we are bound to respect and 
to honor. What, now, has bei ome of 
your boasted neutrality? 5lh— But it is 
assreried that our syslem is but an osperi- 
meut. There aro two kinds of politics. 
Eicperimeutal politics and traditional 
politics. An experimental politician i^ 
one who believes and trusts nothing but 
hisoic/i rxDorience; a traditional politician 
is oue who profits by the experience of 
two, three or four ages in the past. But 
what right has an oxperimoutal politician 
to discard the cxpi rionce of bis ancestors 
and to seek exporienco by jeopardlz ug 
tbo virtue and religion of other people's 
children? What would you say of a 
phyt-ician who would kill his patients for 
the sake of experimoiitiiig npoa them? 
But j'our experience is so much wasie, 
for if jou believe and trust your experi- 
ence only, your cliildreu will believe and 
trust only //(c;/>s. Why, then, not profit 
by the e.'ipoiieuco of bygone ages, sioee 
we wish our posterity to profit by our px- 
periencej But it is ijreposterous to talk 
of experience, when p.evcro exporienpc has 
been obtained, like lately at Cache C.cek. 
Teachers, masteiK, matron.i, members of 
tbe board, all combine in qim-liing the 
tiling and casting a thick veil around 
it; and a school .report U then 
published to eulogize an institution 
which now turn* out to have been a house 
of ill-fame. But, thanks to God, une 
journalist bas at least been found niaiily 
and courageous enough to rend asun ier 
the veil which covered those hnrior.-< pur- 
I)etrated iu the d arlc. But lioiv c:in we, 
vou will say, ulenss all jiartics? Tijis is 
vnry easy: Let the Siato ab.stain from 
monopolizing the education of the youth: 
let tbe State not ooasticata itoelf a te«ob- 
01 ; the State is not and never was desiin- 
ed lo bo a toucher. Let the State encour- 
age tho Church and private iudividnais 
iu educatioual matters; li-t tho Staio pro- 
mote and foster education by fomenting 
emulation; lot the State provide with gra- 
tuitous instruction such persons and lo- 
calities OS would otberwine be deprived of 
tho diffusion of knowledge. Bat lat by 
all means the rich pay for the education 
of their children, just like they have to 
pny lor feuding and ololliing them. It is 
tiiiio now to set forth tho views of, tbe 
Church. They are emboilied in the ,two, 
following short propositions: ' 

Mixed schools are an unmixed evil, '^•Mix- 
ed schools are schools wheie the sexes are 
mixed, where boys and girls are educated 
together in tho same s(;hool and under the 
sumo roof, Such schools are and must 
1)11 an object of horror for every woU- 
ihinking man. What, then, shall we say 
of a parent who, uncautiously confiding 
ill the sincerity of seoularists, entrusts his 
innocent child to tbeir care and receives 
it back but corrupted, debased, depiavod, 
perhaps for life ? Shall we fa^ that such 
a parent has no right to give vent to hi-i 
indignation? Shall wo fay that he goes 
too far when ho calls thoso educaticiii- 
mongors corrupters of Ihe youth and 
slanghterors of tbe innocent, like Herod ? 
Aye, more guilty than Herod; for Herod 
butchered only tho body, but thoy ruin 
the hfart and destroy tho soul. 

Ifu viaralitij without relifjion, I know 
that there aio certain exceptional persons 
who prnfuES no roligiou'and yet lead a 
moral life. But they are not tbe rule. 
But, Bpeaking of education, it is a rule 
without exception that there is so moruh- 
ty wiithout (uigion. Abnhua kiiair ife 



mo for tho sake of m.v wife." (Gen. XX 
11.) Do you SL'O how the scripture from 
tho abseuco of tho fo vr of God argues to 
tho absence of morality ? Tho nature of 
man oroclaims it. Since the fall of our 
first parents, our passions arc in rebellion 
against our reason; our conscience gets 
the hotter of our mind, unless religion, 
tho fear of God, and the habilual practice 
of virtue aid us in subduing tho wicked 
portions of our nature. Tlio nature of 
tho child domoii-trntes it. There are three 
lives iu man: the vegetative life, common 
to us and lo plants; the animal life, com- 
mon to us and to animals; and the .spirit- 
ual lifo, common to us and to spir.ls. The 
vegetative life in the child jirec^'dis tho 
other two lives. A child is liist like a 
plant— it fetd.^, giow.-;, but neither moves 
hears, nor sees; then its animal life begins 
to develoi), it sees, heftr.«, moves and 
walks, and at the age of six or aovau the 
light of reason dawns upon its mind and 
begins to di^tillguiMll good from evil. To 
tbo animal life our strongest pasoions be- 
long; therolore tho.'-o pessions develop, 
become strong and run riot before reason 
can exercise iti sviny. And then is the 
time for religion t-i slop iu, to teach tbe 
knowledge and tho fear of God, to speak 
of Him who seeth iu the dark and to an- 
Hounce tbeeternal reward of the righteous 
and the eternal punishment of tho wicked. 

But suppose you can teai-h morality 
without religion, what morality aro you 
going io taku? Tho molality of tho Stoi- 
cal l-'hilosophers, disciples of Zeno, who 
taught that suicide is lawful? or tho 
morality of tbe Mormons? or that of tho 
votaries of free love ? or that of Plato, 
wliosnysin his book on Republics that 
we must kill deformed children? or that 
of Arit-totio, who maintains that it is law- 
ful to butcher slaves like brute animals? 
No, you say; but tho morality of Chris- 
tianity. But why thou uot teach Cbiia- 
tianity altogether? What .aanoiiou cuu 
you give lo Christian morality if, you se- 
Ver no uuuucciiuu with Christian tViiths? 
will you do like a certain teacher who en- 
deavored to inculcate .se//'-rM;jec/ into boys 
and girls that were corrupting each 
otbor? Talk of Eelf-rospect to children 
when Ihoy aro about to give themselves 
up to amust'meutl 

But it is time to conclude. Here I take 
my stand. Hero, on tbe altar, in presence 
of God and of Jesus Christ; here is a link 
between God and man, between hoaven 
and earth, and with tbe words of the 
Holy Father as my guide, with the com 
bined efi"orts and earnest exertions of all 
triio Christians as my support, with you 
faith and unwavering attachment to the 
Church as an oucourageinont, I denounce 
tbe system of mixing both tcxos in the 
sameschoolas grossly and monstrously 
;.umnral. OS a blot, a blemish and a dis- 
grace on this country, ,v livi„c; scandal 
and as an opprobinm which covers \is 
promoter.-) and protectors wttb tlnimo and 
inf.imy. Tho lecturer conoiudod by ex- 
horting bis flock lo show their Christian 
gonorosify and sjjirit of sucrifico in con- 
tinuing to keep up their own schools, as 
they had done hitherto, whilst they were 
compelled to keep up wicked, immoral 
ond injuriou.'i iii.'itilutioDH.

Ho 
claims to act indejjendeDlly of any othor 
Power. The dispatch contaiuing the war- 
maaifesto left St. Petersburg yesterday 
afternocn. 



Baok of British Columbia. 

The ann ual meetinp: ot the .shareholders 
was held on the 2Uth March at tho Nation- 
al Safa DopoBit Company's Buildings, 
Qtjoeu Victoria street; Mr. Robert Gilles 
pie in the cliuir. Tho report, which was 
issued about a week before, having been 
taken as road, the Oh-tiruanQ, in moving 
its adoption, after observing that the di- 
rectors were enablo.l to meet tlio sharo- 
holdera some what earlier tlmn they had 
dono hitherto, and that bo hoped nothing 
would iaterveue to prevent that in fatnro, 
said the liabilities and assets were some- 
what smaller than they bad been for the 
laut few half-years. That arose from tbe 
coatinuod ooutracti ]n and limitation of 
business in San Fruncisco and British 
Colombia, and ho was sorry to say tliat he 
- did not at that moment ego any prospect 
of an early return of prosperity. The 
amount of specie and bullion on hand was 
£142,962, comparing favorably with tho 
amount at the end of June, 1876, and at 
the end of tho corresponding half-year of 
1875. It was .1 largo sum to have on hand 
earning little or no interest;but there had 
been great diffloaltj in employing 
money safely or profitably, and thoy had 
a considerable amount in deposits and 
notes in circulation, \rbiob they mu«t al- 
ways bo prepared to most. The total 
amount set down for bank premises, name- 
ly, £27,80(5, represented properly at San 
Franui-co which now stood in their books 
atS70,4G5, i)roperty at Portland which 
stood nt 35,750, and property at Victoria 
which stood at 27,792. The San Francis- 
co premises were estimated by them at 
from S12i),0U0 to 8125,000; and, besides 
getting ijy, per cent, for tho $70,000, they 
were sitting rent free on tlioir own pre- 
mises. (CUeora,) Tho other two items it 
was intended to reduce, Tlia profit oirn- 
ed in the last half-year £15,703, against 
£16,400 ia the previous half-year, and 
£19,000 ib the corresponding period of 
1875, when tho monetary panic in San 
Francisco enabled them to obtain high 
rates of interests. The question of divi- 
dend bad given the board anxious consid- 
eration; and they thought that, consider- 
ing the present uiroumstauces of tradj, it 
would be wide to sustain and increase tho 
reserve, instead of absorbing and eating 
up all that was earned. Ho was happy to 
•ay that tue reserve was now more than 
10 per cent, of the ain(3iint of the capital. 
Tho dirt'Ctor.^ widhed .still to inureasM it, 
and ho hoped tho shari'holdeis would ap- 
prove of tho diminution of tho dividend 
of Yt per cent., and tbo addition to tho 
reserve of £2,500. As regarded tbeir pro- 
spects, ho was glad to say that the long- 
continued drought iu California bad been 
followed by copious rainfalls, and he 
trustoil tliut, under God's bloasing, there 
were fine crops yet in store for Califor- 
nia aud Or^'gon. From various sources 
thoy had learnt that there wcro favour- 
oble symptoms as regarded trade in tho 
Wost,"imd ho hoped that, the question of 
the el'jctiori of Piesidobt of ttio Unitod 
States having been setiled, and Europe 
having quieted down after tho threatened 
disturbances, they would see some im- 
provement iu tho state of trade before the 
end of the year. Wiih respect to tbe 
communication 'recently made by Lord 
Carnarvoii to the Govern. i.ent of British 
Oolumbia, suggoating tho advisability and 
expediency of the aocoptunco of a certain 
sum as compensation on account of tL/B 
railway, he thought the l itter would act 
wisely in accepting tho offer; as that would 
tend to streogiheu tbo bond of nniun.and 
to cement more cordially tbe politieal and 
social condition of the great confederacy 
to which tho Colony belonged. (Cheers.) 
Mr. Eden ColviUo, deputy-chairman of 
the board, seconded tho motion. After a 
short discussion tho report was adopted, 
and a dividend of 33^ per cent, for tbe 
lialf year, making, witu previous distri- 
bution, lYt per cent, for the year, waada- 
olared. Tlio retiring directors and audi- 
tors wore afterwards re-electod, and tbe 
proceedings terminated with a vote of 
thanks to tho chairu^an and tho other di- 
rectors.

Recent allusions in tho columns of Tim 
Globe to the supposed murder of the 
crew and passengers of the United States 
steamer Geo. S. Wright, lost on tho Brit- 
ish Columbia coast early in 1873, has in- 
duced Ifr. Charles Horetzky, 0. E., to 
sand us an extract from his diary during 
his trip down that coast in in 1874-5. Mr. 
Horotzky states that on his arrival at Vic- 
toria be made known what bad coino to 
his knowledge, as related bolow, but the 
truth of his information was doubted by 
tbo people to whom bo imparted it. 
Extract from tho diary of Charles Horotz- 
ky during a canoe voyage from Bella 
Bella to Comox, V. I., during tUo 
winter of 1874-5: 
Tuesday, December 20, 1874— Ronehed 
Indian Cove at 3:30 p.m. This lies about 
one mile to the southward from Capo Cau- 
tion. To this point wo have paddled tho 
whole way from Bella Bella. Wind has 
beou at tho southeast all day; it is now 
(G p.m.) blowing a gale from south; sky 
clear; but we are wind-bound as long as 
this liist^- . . -. FromKuight'ii 
Inlet to this the coast lino i.i quite low, 
Hliglitly elevated oliflFs oi granite, gniss, 
and tho same volcanic rook abounding at 
Bella Bella, presenting a serrated front to 
the full of the terrible swell which rolls 
in from tho westward. . . Thi^ 
cove is a snug boat harbor. Immediately 
south from it there is another semi-circu- 
lar bay, upon tho hard, white sonds of 
which -were stranded tbe debris and por- 
tions of the cargo of the ill-fated George 
S. Waight, lost in beginning of 1873. 
. . . Oliarlie (a Bella Bulla In- 
dian) and I walkod to ttie Cape and back, 
while the others were making a camp, and 
many portions of tbo vessel were found 
embedded in the sand. . .Charlie says it is 
the general opinion of all'the Indians that 
somo white puoplo wore saved from tho 
wreck, but immediately afterwards mur- 
dered by somo of my late "friends" of 
Kimsquit. Another of my crew pointed 
out the spot upon which he and some 
others found a hurriedly constructed hut, 
in which weM. seen tr4oes:-of/ white men , 
such as bottles, corks", broken boxes, ifec. 
It is a fact that at tho time tho George S. 
Wright was lost, a party of Kimsquit In- 
dians, thou on their way to Victoria, were 
camped at Indian Cove. My informant 
added: "We(a party of Bella Bellas) were 
on our way to Victoria, and seeing tbe 
dre on shore, landed, aiid to our surprise 
found the Kimsquits, who bad been in 
this camping-ground for the last 10 d-.»ys. 
Iu answer to our enqniry. What nro you 
doing here? they lau;<hiugly replied, 'Oh, 
wo are fishing for white men.' " 

I should bo inclined strongly to suspect 
Indian John, and one or two others of the 
Kimsquit village up Dean Cauul, where 
dwell some of the most debosgd apeciuiens 
of humanity. " . ...

UST NIGHTS^DISPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 
London, April 22. — The Vienna 
correspondent of tbo "Times" says, 
according to advices from the Russian 
frontier tbe Czar's troops are moving 
slowly on account of bad roads and 
bad weather. Houmanian roada are 
in such a hopeless state that three 
weeks are named as the shortest time 
in which they can be made fit for heavy 
military transportations. 

Tlio cohviotiun has gradually dawn- 
ed that a far larger foice is required 
for the task which Russia has before 
her than was at first prepared. If news 
from St. Petersburg ia to be trusted 
an order for mobilization of tbe whole 
army will, actually be needed. Whether 
this be the case or not it is certain that 
since the troops in Bessarabia began to 
move towards the frontier a general 
movement of Russian forces began 
northward and westward, there, for 
some reason, probably to be prepared 
for every event. Bassia thinks it neces- 
sary to have at her disposal a much 
larger force than untillately she deem- 
ed sufficient for the object she had in 
view. It will require weeks if not 
months before tbo forces can be dis- 
patched to their destination. There 
is, therefore, a very weighty military 
motiviS for not precipitutiug matters as 
it may bo supposed Mr. Layard will 
onco more endeavor to ii duco tbe 
Turks to make some advance toward 
settlement. There ia little ground to 
Bupijooo that tho Russians expect any 
more than otheiB Xrum ouoU pocaibio 
attempts; but they would have taken 
away every possibility of such an at- 
tempt being made if they had come 
forward with their manifesto immedi- 
ately. A dispatch from Pera says the 
Sultan, while still hoping for peace, 
definitely decided to-day to go to the 
Danube and tako command of the 
troops iu case of war. 

London, April 23. — A dispatch from 
Vienna reports that Roumanian troops 
occupy Alentiza opposite Tutarkan, 
Gaifgeso opposite Butchuck, Karas 
opposite Silestina, under Russian com- 
manders in order to permit the Russian 
forces to concentrate between Brailai 
and Jomalia. \ ■ 

At Terejova 20,odo Rouihanians are 
forming reserve troops. A portion of 
tho Turkish flotilla is taking position 
at Hirzova near Galatz, where the 
Russians will try to cross tbe Danube. 
The Servian government has sent 
troops to Gladova to disarm Servian 
volunteers who refuse to disbaud, and 
the Servian corfiS of observation is 
forming on tbo Timok. A Vienua dis- 
patch states that a manifesto by Rou- 
mania will be^ipublished immediately 
after Bussia's" to the effect that Bou. 
mania acts in alliance with Russia in 
the war. 

Tbo reason given is that Turkey 
per.^ists in denying Roumania her 
rightful privileges and insultingly en- 
deavora^to desigtiate her as an integral 
pari of the Turkish cmpife".

RUSSIA DECLARES WAR 

Her Troops Ordered to 
CrogiB. the Danube! 



Sr. Petersburgh, April 24.— The Czar's 
manifesto to the RussUn army and people 
was promulgated to-day. The Emperor 
declares that in new ol the rejection of 
the protocol and the obstinate refusal of 
tlie Porte to yield.to the .jast demands of 
Enrope, the moment has arrived Tor R ua- 
sia to act independently. 
The Czar's manifesto is as'follows: 
"Tho time for Russia to act indepen 
dently hns ariivod now, and we express- 
ed our intention to act independently 
when we deemed it necessary and when 
Kusi^ia's honor should demand it. Now 
invokicg the blessing of God upon our 
armies, we give them the order to cross 
the Turkish frontier. 

(Signed) Alexandeb," 
KiscnENEFF, April 24— At a review of 
troops at Tivasijoi yesterday, the Czar 
addroseing the oflicers said; " I. felt grief 
at sending you to tbe field of battle and 
thoreforo delayed action as long as pos- 
sible, hesitating to shed blood; but now 
that tho honor of Russia is attacked I am 
convinced yon will know i"*" lo vindi- 
cate it. Mnj' a-a ne with you. I wish 
you complete success. Farewell, until 
you return." 

St, Petersburo, April 24.— Prince 
Gortschakoff's circular dispatch was com- 
luunicated to the powers yesterday. It 
ststes that in seeking to obtain by arms 
what Europe endeavored to secure by 
peaceable means Russia believes she 
furthers European interests. 

The following is tbo text of tho Czar's 
manifesto: "Our faithful and devoted 
subjects know tho strong interest we have 
always folt in tho oppressed Christian 
population of Turkey. Our desii-o to w- 
sist tbeir lot has been shared by tho wh; lo 
of the Russian nation and shows itself 
ready to bear fresh saciitices to alleviate 
tho position of Christians in the Balkan 
Peninsula. Tba uioo^i „ua property of 
out faithful subjects have ahvnys been 
dear to us, and our whole reign attests 
that our Constant solicitude uever failed 
to actuate us for tbo deplorable events 
which occurred iu Herzegovina, Bosnia 
aud Bidgaria. Our object before all was 
to cfToot amelioration in position of 
Christians in tho cost by means of nego- 
tiation-j and in concert with the great 
European powers, our allies and friends. 
For two -years we have made incessant 
efforts to induce tho Porto to eflect such 
reforms as would protect Christians in 
Bosnia, Herzegovina and Bulgaria. The 
Porte has remained unshaken in its re- 
fusal of any effective guaranteo for se- 
curity of its: Christian subjeuts and has 
rejected the concluRions of the Constanti- 
nople conference. Wi-hing to essay e\ery 
possible means of conciliation, in order 
to perHuado the Porto wo proposed to 
other Cabinets to draw up a special pro- 
tocal comprising the most essential con- 
ditions of the Conslantinople conference, 
and to invite tha.Turkish 'government to 
adhere to thts international act which the 
states extreme limits of our peaceful de- 
mauds. But our expectations woro not 
fulfilled. The Porte did not refer to this 
unnnimons wish of Christian Europe and 
did not adhere to conclusions of protocol. 
Having exhausted pacific efforts we are 
eompelled by the haughty obstinicy of the 
Porto to proceed to more decisive net?, 
feeling that our equity and dignity enjoin 
it. By her refusal Turkey places us under 
tbe necessity of having recourse to arms. 
Profoundly convinced of jastice.onrcause 
we commit ourselves to the Grace of the 
Most High.
